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Parents of missing Madeleine say they are responsible parents and victim of a predator 

McCANNSHITOUTAT 
BAD PARENT CLAIMS 

The parents of missing Madeieine McCann have this week reacted angriiy to media reports suggesting that they wiii face prosecution in the UK 
for being negiigent parents. In their defence, the four-year old toddler’s parents say they are convinced they acted responsibly. The report, 
published on Sunday, came as Gerry McCann prepared to visit Washington to seek assistance in finding Madeleine from missing children 
specialists and high-level US politicians. Madeleine went missing on May 4 from a holiday apartment in Praia da Luz while her two-year old twin 
siblings slept beside her. McCanns, see p.2 
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Top police detective j ailed 
over missing drug money 

a Ana Paula Matos, who has been a Pollcia Judiciaria (PJ) detective since 
1977 has been placed in custody pending further investigation in relation 
to money allegedly misappropriated from drug traffickers. Inspector

disappeared, had earlier been removed from field work and handed a 
desk.

While the British media has 
sporadieally been seen and heard 
vouehing for the McCann family 
whenever a suggestion has been 
made locally that they might, or 
even should, faee proseeution for 
leaving their children unattended, 
it is a report by a UK paper that 
has left the family most unsettled. 

Airing his views this week af- 
ter the report, Mr. McCann said: 
“There is a very upsetting story 
on the front page of a British na- 
tional newspaper. The headline 
suggests that Kate and I faee pros- 
eeution for negleeting our chil- 
dren by dining 50 yards away and 
ehecking on them regularly.” 

He further explains that while 
he knows “there has been eriti- 
cism in some quarters of our ac- 
tions but at the time, we felt our 
aetions were responsible. We 
were essentially performing our 


own ‘baby listening service’, al- 
though we have talked of the guilt 
we felt at not being there at the 
moment Madeleine was taken.” 
Mr. MeCann has sinee revealed 
that the family has reeeived legal 
eounsel, stating their behaviour 
was well within the bounds of 
“responsible parenting”, and 
subsequently been assured that 
no action will be taken. 

“The real issue is that we 
should not have a constant fear 
of abduetion of our ehildren from 
their bedrooms, gardens or 
streets for that matter. What 
Kate and I did was at worst naive, 
and no one should forget that the 
real eriminal is the predator, who 
has taken a eompletely innoeent 
ehild in sueh a premeditated fash- 
ion. It is this aet that has wreaked 
havoc on our family and affected 
millions of other people”, argued 
Mr. MeCann. 
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In an interview with ABC’s 
Good Morning Am erica in W ash- 
ington this week, he argued: “We 
were dining 50 yards away and 
we eould see the apartment from 
where we were. It’ s like we were 
seated in our baek garden, albeit 
at the end of our garden. The kids 
were sound asleep and they were 
being eheeked regularly. We 
didn’t think we needed a 
babysitter. We are good parents 
and what we did felt perfeetly 
reasonable at the time.” 

In a related development, and 
despite ineessant speeulationthe 
past ten days, the only formal 
suspeet in the ease, Robert 
Murat, has to date not been 
hauled in by poliee to faee further 
questioning on “new evidenee” 
as has been suggested by the tab- 
loid press. 


Inspeetor Ana Paula Matos, 
who has been smashing drug 
networks for the past 30 years, 
was arrested on Wednesday 
evening on suspieion of having 
taken at least €94,000 off drug 
traffiekers whose arrest she had 
ordered. 

Internal affairs investigators 
had earlier suspeeted that as 
many as 21 drug enforeement 
agents eould have been involved 
in diverting the eash seized from 
at least two separate operations. 

As revealed last week by The 
Portugal News, internal affairs 
plaeed advertisements in daily 
newspapers, asking the public to 
come forward with eomplaints 
relating to money apprehended 
by investigators from the DCITE 
drug enforeement ageney. 

Internal affairs inspeetors had 
given ten days for members of the 
public to come forward with evi- 
denee implieatingunserupulous 
deteetives, whose task it is to 
seize eash andnareoties obtained 
from operations against interna- 
tional traffieking rings at airports. 

The inspeetors stated in the 
newspaper notiee that their eall 
on the publie was solieited by the 
ehief of the PJ Alipio Ribeiro.

The number of recorded leprosy cases in 
Portugal doubled last year in relation to the 
previous year, official figures by the National 
Health Department (DGS) have revealed. 


TheDGS explained upon re- 
vealing the latest figures on the 
disease, that the inerease is 
largely due to inereased immi- 
gration by people from eoun- 
tries where leprosy is still en- 
demie. 

Aceording to the DGS the 
number of eonfirmed eases of 
what is also known as Hansen’ s 
disease, rose from seven eases 
in 2005 to 1 6 last year, which is 
also equal to the total number 
of eases between 2002 and 
2005. 

The ehief of the Dermatol- 
ogy Unit at Lisbon’s Curry 
Cabral Hospital explained that 
inereases in the disease “have to 
do with immigration, espeeially 
from Brazil and Afriea”. 

Hansen’s disease is a 
chronie infeetious disease 
eaused by the baeterium Myco- 
bacterium leprae. If left un- 
treated, there ean be progres- 
sive and permanent damage to 


the skin, nerves, limbs and 
eyes. 

Effeetive treatment for lep- 
rosy appeared in the late 1 940s 
with the introduetion of dap- 
sone and its derivatives. How- 
ever, leprosy baeilli resistant to 
dapsone gradually appeared 
andbeeame widespread, and it 
was not until the introduetion 
of multi-drug therapy (MDT) 
in the early 1980s that the dis- 
ease eould be diagnosed and 
treated sueeessfully within the 
eommunity. 

It is estimated that more than 
five million people worldwide 
are infeeted and is eommon in 
Asia, Latin Ameriea, Afriea and 
the Paeifie Islands. 

The countries most affeeted 
by leprosy are Brazil, India, 
Guinea-Bissau, Mozambique, 
Madagasear, Nepal, Niger, 
Bangladesh, the Central Afri- 
ean Republie and the Demo- 
eratie Republic of Congo. 


son with a complaint or a griev- 
ance against the normal funetion- 
ing of the DCITE” should eome 
forward. 

In the event of there having 
been more eases of poliee illegiti- 
mately seizing eash from traffiek- 
ers, it is also likely that their “vic- 
tims” would be serving jail terms. 

The DCITE, whieh is abraneh 
of the PJ, was first embroiled in 
eontroversy, when it emerged a 
fortnight ago that close to 
€100,000 had disappeared after 
it had been seized. 

A day after the news broke, P J 
Deputy Direetor Jose Braz re- 
signed, though he elaims his de- 
eisionto quit was “notneeessar- 
ily” related to the embarrassing 


aeeusations being made against 
these elite deteetives. 

The ehairman of the Union of 
PJ deteetives and workers, Carlos 
Anjos, said latest developments 
are an embarrassment. 

“We regret this situation. It 
stains the good name of an insti- 
tution, and embarrasses all who 
work at the Pollcia Judiciaria'", 
lamented Carlos Anjos. 

However, he stressed the faet 
that it was the very PJ that de- 
teeted the loss of seized eash, 
whieh was an indieation that “in- 
ternal eontrol systems work”. 

In 2006, the DCITE seized 
€ 1 2 million in drug money, along 
with the equivalent of €1 .3 mil- 
lion in foreign eurreney. 


New tourist generation not 
targeted by outdated 
campaigns 

Recent trends have shown that the present-day tourist 
who comes to the Algarve is much different from the 
one holidaying in the region in the 1990s. 


Researeh indieates that tour- 
ists now book holidays over the 
internet, travel on low-eost air- 
lines, stay for shorter periods 
and visit more times per year. 
Air travel alone brings more 
than two million passengers to 
the region every year. 

However, despite the signifi- 
eant ehanges, promotional eam- 
paigns still appear to target the 
tourist of 12 years ago. No up- 
dates, studies or surveys to out- 
line the new generation’s pro- 
file have, as yet, been earried 
out. 

A survey undertaken 12 
years ago remains the sole in- 
strument through whieh tour- 


ism eampaigns are erafted. 

Sinee the reeent overhaul of 
the Regional Tourist Board 
(RTA) two months ago, vice- 
president Nuno Aires, is the 
first to point out the problem. 

He says, “We are faeed with 
this ineredible situation of not 
having an updated study on 
whieh we ean base our plan to 
promote the Algarve.” 

RTApresident Antonio Pina 
has launehed an open eon- 
eourse to eompile a new survey 
and subsequent tourist profile, 
whieh is hoped to be ready by 
2008, and will serve as a basis 
for present-day tourist pro- 
files. 
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Zero death toll 
for Europe’s 
largest bike meet 



For the second consecutive year Europe’s largest yearly bikers 
gathering, Faro’s concentragao de motas, organised by the Moto 
Clube de Faro, registered no road deaths whatsoever. This was a 
target achieved last year for the first time ever, and successfully 
repeated again this year. 


Over the four days of eelebra- 
tions five serious injuries were 
reeorded - the exaet same 
number as last year’s meet, 
whieh was the event’ s 25* anni- 
versary. 

Aecording to police figures, 
23 bikers and drivers were de- 
tected driving while under the 
influence of alcohol, most of 
whom, interestingly, were not 
official participants in the mam- 
moth event. 

A total of 26 accidents were 
documented, eight more than last 
year, though of less serious con- 
sequence. 

Police spokespersons have 
complimented the bikers ’ behav- 
iour and “notable adherence” to 
the event, particularly where 
“safety procedures required by 
law” are concerned. 

An estimated 750 PSP and 
GNR officers made their pres- 


ence felt, the purpose being for 
authority to serve as a deterrent 
and as a preventative measure, 
rather than to restrict or put a 
dampener on the fun. 

The ZerOKilled campaign 
was devised specially for the 
yearly bikers’ meet and appears 
to have found a winning for- 
mula. 

As the largest biker gathering 
in Europe, this year more than 
40,000 people from all over the 
world made a beeline for F aro ’ s 
Vale de Almas. 

Entertainment starred Joe 
Cocker and included Portuguese 
‘father of Rock’ Rui Veloso, 
Urbe, Toca Rufar, Orishas, 
BlastedMechanism, Pat Savage 
and the tribute ‘Kiss Forever’ 
Band, as well as the traditional 
‘Miss Wet T-shirf contest, 
best bike and tattoo competi- 
tions, and the symbolic en- 


masse sardinhada, where hun- 
dreds of thousands of sardines 
are grilled by volunteers for 
hours on end to feed the hungry 
bikers and visitors. 

Spread over 40 hectares, the 
venue comprises a fully- 
quippedhospital, six beds for in- 
patients, defibrillators, moni- 
tors, small surgery facilities, and 
a revival room. 

Thirty-eight doctors and spe- 
cialists, 60 nurses, 50 emer- 
gency technicians, 37 first- 
aiders, 23 drivers and six coor- 
dinators provided 24-hour medi- 
cal assistance, on stand-by for 
all eventualities. 

Also making up the mega- 
event are round-the-clock bars, 
a garage, an oversize canteen 
seating hundreds (who are kept 
cool with water-spray sprin- 
klers) and a free bus to and from 
Faro.

To test the honesty of 
Lisbonites, journalists from 
Reader’ s Digest would leave a 
mobile phone unattended, 
waiting for a passer-by to pick 
it up before calling it request- 
ing its return. 

Lisbon was ranked 28'*^ out 
of the 32 cities, with only Am- 
sterdam, Bucharest, Hong 
Kong and Kuala Lumpur far- 
ing worse. 

At the other end of the scale, 
the most honest citizens canbe 
found in cities such as Toronto 
or Seoul. 

In Lisbon, 30 mobile phones 
were left unattended, with only 
1 5 of these being returned to 
their owner. 

The 50 percent average ob- 
tained in Lisbon was 1 7 per- 
centbeneaththe global average. 


The study, conducted by 
Eurofound reveals huge differ- 
ences between the hours worked 
from one member state to another. 

At its extreme, it was found 
that citizens could work as much 
as two-and-a-half weeks more 
than fellow EU citizens. 

In Sweden, once leave is added 
to bank holidays, workers can 


look forward to 43 working days 
away from their careers. How- 
ever, Estonians were only enti- 
tled to 26 off work. 

At the top of the leave table, is 
Sweden with 43 days leave, fol- 
lowed by Germany (40), Italy 
(39), Luxembourg and Denmark 
(38), Austria 37 and Portugal 
(36.5).

Portuguese workers have 
36.5 days of leave a year 


Portugal is the seventh most giving country 
when it comes to holiday leave in the 27- 
member state European Union, a study 
published earlier this week has found. 


In the first case, 4,000 kilos of 
hashish were seized in a lorry with 
Spanish license plates, registered 
in Vigo, and which was inter- 
cepted on the A2 motorway. 

Belonging to a company lo- 
cated in southern Spain, the lorry 
was being driven by a 5 3 -year- 
old British man, who was subse- 
quently detained. 

Disguised amongst other con- 
tents, in paper containers, were 
large parcels of hashish totalling 
over 4,000 kilos. A second 30- 
year-old suspect was detained 
near VendasNovas, also driving 
a Spanish vehicle which officials 
believe to have been designated 
as an ‘ escort vehicle ’ . 

The seizure was the result of 
an investigation carried out last 
week, around various areas of 
southern Portugal’s Spanish bor- 
ders, triggered by suspicious 
movements of what is thought to 
be an international drug-smug- 
gling organisation. 

Portuguese PJ police identified 
a third suspect in relation to the 
incident before he managed to 
escape in a direction towards 
Spain. 

Ongoing international investi- 
gations will now try to identify 


the origins of the drugs, which 
officials believe were destined for 
Spain and Northern Africa. 

In a related story, PJ police 
seized nearly two tonnes of 
highly pure hashish pollen on 
Monday. Due to its purity, the 
product would reportedly have 
been worth more than three times 
the value of traditional hashish. 

Four people were arrested in 
relation to the detention, three 
Portuguese (two women and a 
man who were related) and a man 
of Moroccan nationality. 

It was the outcome of a 1 5 -day 
investigation into internal traf- 
ficking. 

The suspects were taken by 
surprise when intercepted while 
approaching the Guadiana 
Bridge, which connects the Al- 
garve to Spain. 

They had reportedly loaded a 
lorry with Spanish license plates 
in a warehouse in Castro Marim, 
before setting off for Spain. 

Seven other vehicles were de- 
tained in the procedure, five pas- 
senger vehicles and two goods 
vehicles, two of which were 
sporting forged license plates. 

At the time of their arrest, the 
four suspects were travelling in

Lisbon welcomes release ofBulgarian 
‘HIV’ medics ^ 


The Portuguese EU presidency has applauded Libya’s 
extradition to Sofia of six Bulgarian medics, sentenced to life in 
prison for infecting more than 400 children with HIV/AIDS, saying 
the move opened the door to increased bilateral cooperation. 



It emerged this week that the ten children 
present at the unveiling of the 
government’s Educational Technological 
Plan were paid by the taxpayer to be 
present at the ceremony led by Prime 
Minister Jose Socrates and Education 
Minister Maria de Lurdes Rodrigues. 


After the unveiling of the plan 
to create so-called “Schools of 
the future”, which will cost an es- 
timated€400 million, the children 
admitted that they had been hired 
to act out a school scene in ex- 
change for €30. 

The children were contracted 
by PR company Action4 Activ- 
ism who had in turn been paid by 
the Education Ministry to or- 
chestrate a successful ceremony. 

A company spokesperson ex- 
plained that the children were 
paid as it would have been diffi- 
cult to find volunteers during the 
summer holidays. 


The Plan itself, which has be- 
come a source of pride for the 
prime minister, foresees the in- 
stallation of 1 2,000 surveillance 
cameras at schools and also to 
eventually eradicate the use of 
cash by students at schools. 

As from September, each of the 
existing 27,000 classrooms from 
Y ear 5 onwards will be equipped 
with at least one computer with 
an internet connection. 

The use of cards at canteens 
will not only seek to minimise the 
use of cash by pupils at schools, 
but will contain other informa- 
tion such as test and exam results. 


EU approves 
passenger data 
sharing accord 
with US 

EU foreign ministers, meeting under Portugal’s 
presidency, approved a new data exchange accord, 
covering trans-Atlantic flight passengers, with the 
United States. 
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The five Bulgarian nurses and a 
naturalized doctor of Palestinian 
origin, accompanied by France ’ s 
F irst Lady aboard a French plane, 
were received festively in Sofia by 
Bulgaria’ s top leaders. 

Bulgarian President Georgi 
Parvanov, as expected, pardoned 
the six immediately on their arrival 
from Tripoli. 

The EU recognized “the con- 
structive role” played by Libyan 
authorities in resolving the long 
standing controversy marring 
EU-Libya relations, and “the po- 
tential for strengthened coopera- 
tion” between the two parties, the 
Portuguese presidency said. 

Later in Brussels, Portuguese 
Foreign Minister Luis Amado ex- 
pressed his “satisfaction with the 
results of these negotiations”, 
sayingthemedics’ release hadbeen 
a priority for the Lisbon presi- 
dency. 

While underlining the success- 
ful role of French diplomacy inre- 
solving the affair, Amado said the 
EU presidency had been directly 
involved in the negotiations with 
Tripoli in a “very discreef ’ man- 
ner, especially through Commis- 
sioner Benita F errero- W aldner . 

He predicted that the bloc’s 
relations with Libya could now be 
“normalised”, allowing “new ap- 
proaches” on a variety of fronts 
with Tripoli. 

The six Bulgarian medics, all of 
whom pleaded innocent, were 
sentenced to death in 2004, a sen- 
tence recently commuted to life 
in prison. They were convicted 
by a Libyan court of having in- 
tentionally infected 43 8 children 
withHIV/AIDS, 56 ofwhom later 
died, at a paediatric hospital. 


The accord, which replaces a 
provisional bilateral agreement 
in the framework of the fight 
against global terrorism, will 
take effect August 1 , giving U S 
authorities access to 1 9 catego- 
ries of information on passen- 
gers flying from Europe to the 
United States. 

Among the data that will be 
provided from information 
supplied at the time of ticket 
purchase are home addresses, 
telephone numbers, itineraries 
and credit card numbers. 


The provisional agreement, 
set to expire at the end of this 
month, was set up after the Eu- 
ropean Court of Justice voided 
an earlier accord which it con- 
sidered did not provide suffi- 
cient protection for the privacy 
of European citizens. 

While the agreement reduces 
the number of shareable data 
categories from 34 to 1 9, it ex- 
panded the period US authori- 
ties can keep the data to 1 5 years 
from the current 3-1/2 years.

Portugal urges 
‘constmctive’ 
Russian action on 
UK extradition 


The Portuguese EU presidency 
has expressed its “disappoint- 
menf ’ over Russia’s lack of “con- 
structive” cooperation with Brit- 
ain in Moscow’ s refusal to extra- 
dite a former KGB agent wanted 
by London for the murder of Al- 
exander Litvinenko last year. 

In a statement issued last week, 
Lisbon urged Moscow to “estab- 
lish constructive cooperation 
urgently” on the issue, saying it 
hoped for a “satisfactory solu- 
tion” for the problem that raises 


“questions of mutual interest for 
the EU member states”. 

London ordered the expulsion 
of four Russian diplomats Mon- 
day in reaction to Moscow’s re- 
jection of its extradition reque st. 

Portuguese Foreign Minister 
Luis Amado said he was “wor- 
ried” about the possible fallout 
for the bloc from the London- 
Moscow controversy. 

Lisbon is to host an EU-Rus- 
sia summit in October.

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Portugal has launched negotiations on the final version of the future 
EU Treaty - the second attempt by community Europe to adapt to its 
current size and to a “globalised world”. 


The aim of the Portuguese gov- 
ernment, whieh holds the Euro- 
pean Union presideney until the 
end of the year, is to quiekly com- 
plete the negotiations in an inter- 
governmental conference (IGC) 
involving the 27 EU member 
states. 

This would enable the new 
Treaty to be approved, in record 
time, at the informal summit of 
EU leaders scheduled for this 
October 1 8- 1 9 in Lisbon. 

It should be quickly accepted 
by the 27 so that it can be ratified/ 
confirmed by all the EU national 


parliaments (with or without 
prior referendums) and take force 
before the next European elec- 
tions in June 2009. 

The document replaces the 
draft European Constitution ap- 
proved three years ago in Rome, 
which became unviable the fol- 
lowing year after failing referen- 
dums in France and the Nether- 
lands. 

The new Treaty’s approval in 
Lisbon would thus end one of the 
most serious political/institu- 
tional crises in the history of the 
European integration process. 


For the past three years an im- 
passe has prevailed, with the 
perception of an EU whose insti- 
tutions were at risk of functional 
paralysis after the recent admis- 
sion of a dozen new member 
states. 

European leaders had gathered 
on October 29, 2004, in Rome, at 
a ceremony then considered “his- 
toric”, to sign the so-called “Eu- 
ropean Constitution”, the Treaty 
that would replace and combine 
in one single text a number of ear- 
lier European treaties and provi- 
sions approved since the Euro-

pean integration process began in 
1950. 

The EU heads of state and/or 
government met in the Orazi and 
Curiazi Hall of the Roman 
Campidoglio (the same venue 
where the founding treaty of 
what is now the European Union 
was signed in 1957) to sign the 
Treaty establishing a Constitu- 
tion for Europe. 

On January 12, 2005, the Eu- 
ropean Parliament in Strasbourg 
approved the draft European 
Constitution, by a comfortable 
majority of 500 votes in favour, 
137 against and 40 abstentions. 

This was meant to mark the 
“kick-off ’ of the ratification proc- 
ess, as all the member states were 
then required to approve the 
document by referendum or in 
their respective parliaments be- 
fore it could take force. 

The process began smoothly 
and by May of that year nine 
countries had ratified the treaty. 
The first test was in Spain, where 
76.6 percent of voters approved 
the Treaty in a referendum. 

However, concern mounted 
when polls began to show a rise 
in probable “no” votes inFrance, 
an EU founding country and one 
of its most important member 
states. This was confirmed on 
May 29, 2005, when 54.8 per- 
cent of French voters rej ected the 


new European “basic law”. 

After this thumbs-down many 
voices still urged the process to 
continue, signing a joint state- 
ment to that effect on the night of 
May 29. However, just 72 hours 
later the Treaty suffered a fur- 
ther setback when 61.7 percent 
of Dutch voters also rej ected the 
Treaty. 

European leaders meeting at 
the June 16, 2005, European 
Council marking the end of Lux- 
embourg’ s presidency therefore 
decided to extend the Constitu- 
tion’s ratification deadline be- 
yond the originally planned No- 
vember 2006, establishing a “re- 
flection period”. 

The countries that had sched- 
uled referendums on the Euro- 
pean Constitution and which had 
yet to ratify the text (Portugal 
among them) decided at the same 
time to postpone them to prevent 
an eventual “contamination ef- 
fecf’. 

After a year-long “reflection 
period” the EU leaders met in 
June 2006 to review the situation. 
They agreed on a route map to 
end the impasse, setting the sec- 
ond half of 2008 as the target for 
a decision, and gave the German 
EU presidency, due to begin in 
January 2007, the task of leading 
the process and finding solu- 
tions. 


This would become the maj or 
goal of Germany’s six-month 
presidency term and in the early 
morning hours of last June 23 
Chancellor Angela Merkel saw 
her mission crowned with suc- 
cess at the summit of European 
leaders in Brussels. 

At the end of a marathon nego- 
tiating session, the EU 27 lead- 
ers reached agreement on a man- 
date for the Portuguese presi- 
dency to oversee the writing and 
formal approval of a new text, 
now designated the Reform 
Treaty. If all goes as planned, it 
will also be known as the Lisbon 
Treaty. 

The failed project for a Euro- 
pean Constitution or Constitu- 
tional Treaty will thus be left 
behind, while ahead the process 
must still successfully pass 
through the Intergovernmental 
Conference phase and be ratified 
by all the member states. 

The aim is for the Lisbon 
Treaty to take force before the 
next elections for the European 
Parliament in June 2009. 

This would be a fitting achieve- 
ment to mark the end of former 
Portuguese prime minister Jose 
Manuel Durao Barroso ’s first 
five year term at the head of the 
European Commission, making a 
second term through 20 1 4 all the 
more likely. TPN/Lusa 
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Portugal and Spain toughen up cross-border security 



The interior ministers of Portugal and Spain, sharing a “broad 
consensus” on Lisbon’s priorities for the sector during its EU presidency, 
have reached agreement on deepened bilateral cooperation on a wide 
range of cross-border security issues. The announcement came within 
hours of Portuguese police capturing Spain’s most wanted criminal after 
they foiled an attempted bank robbery. 


In a “joint declaration” issued 
on Monday after talks in Lisbon, 
Internal Administration Minis- 
ter Rui Pereira and his Spanish 
counterpart, Alfredo Perez 
Rubalcaba, agreed, among other 
matters, to “intensify immedi- 
ately the exchange of information 
related to criminal and terrorist 
activity, namely the fight against 
ETA”, the Basque separatist or- 
ganisation. 

The ministers also discussed 
the Portuguese EU presidency ’ s 
programme for the security sec- 
tor, saying they shared a “broad 
consensus on the principal pri- 


orities”. 

Shortly before the ministerial 
announcement, Portuguese po- 
lice said they had captured one of 
Spain’s most wanted criminals 
hours earlier in the central coastal 
town of Figueira da Foz as he 
prepared to rob a bank. 

He was to have used cash from 
the heist to flee to Brazil, police 
sources said. 

Known as “El Solitario”, the 
heavily armed detainee is wanted 
in Spain on suspicion of killing 
three police officers and for some 
30 armed robberies. 

Upon his arrest, the fugitive 


was using one of his many dis- 
guises. 

At the time of going to press, 
Madrid had not yet requested an 
extradition, though Spanish au- 
thorities appeared satisfied that 
he would be tried in Portugal first. 

In their j oint statement, Pereira 
and Perez Rubalcaba also under- 
lined the “good progress” being 
made for introduction of Portu- 
gal’ s SISone4ALL system in ex- 
tending the Schengen free circu- 
lation accord to new EU mem- 
bers and increased bilateral coop- 
eration in environmental and cus- 
toms issues. 


Madrid “satisfied” with 
Lisbon’s draft treaty proposals 

Spanish Foreign Minister Miguel Angel Moratinos expressed his satisfaction with the draft 
Reform Treaty unveiled by Portugal’s European Union presidency, saying the proposals 
“covered all essential points defended by Spain during negotiations” by EU leaders on 
the plans last month. 


Speaking after attending the 
opening session of the intergov- 
ernmental conference (ICG) in 
Brussels, where Lisbon’s EU 


chair formally launched negotia- 
tions it hopes will result in agree- 
ment on the new treaty by Octo- 
ber, Madrid’s top diplomat said 


the first reading of the text by 
Spanish legal experts had been 
“very satisfactory”.

Luis Amado said at the IGC 
launch, that Lisbon is making all 
details on the negotiations pub- 
lic to ensure “transparency.”

Portugal and Andorra signed an accord Monday to give each other’s 
nationals full employment and residency rights, officials said. 


The “free eireulation” agree- 
ment was inked by Portugal’s 
government ehief, Jose Soerates, 
and his Andorran eounterpart, 
Albert Pintat, and shortens the 
time needed for Portuguese liv- 
ing in Andorra to open busi- 
nesses. 

The 13,000-strong Portu- 


guese eommunity in Andorra, 
mainly working in eonstruetion 
and tourism, has ealled for years 
to be given similar rights to 
Freneh and Spanish nationals liv- 
ing in the mountainous prineipal- 
ity, partieularly relating to busi- 
ness start-ups. 

Portuguese will now be able to

Speaking after a meeting of EU 
ministers to diseuss publie and 
private investments in researeh, 
Gago said: “Portugal is the eoun- 
try that has the fastest rate of 
growth in researeh and develop- 
mentpersonnel in all ofEurope.” 

Aeeording to offieial Lisbon 
figures, around 25,000 people in 
Portugal were in full-time work 
in researeh and development in 
2005, some 82% of them re- 
searehers. This marked a 4% in- 
erease in the numbers of these 
speeialised workers in Portugal 
sinee 2002, the Lisbon minister 
explained. 

Another issue studied by the 
27 seienee ministers was the laek 
of women working in researeh 
jobs. But Portugal, said Gago, has 
already resolved this imbalanee, 
having the fourth- largest number 
of females working inreseareh and 
technology. 

Some 44% of science and tech- 
nology workers in Portugal are 
women, while the EU average lies 
at between 25% and 29%, noted 
Lisbon’ s science minister. 

In a related development, 
Mariano Gago, said that Portu- 
guese institutions will launch an 
unprecedented international re- 
cruitment drive this year to hire 
1,000 researchers. 

“About 1,000 researchers 
with doctorates will be con- 
tracted this year, for the first 
time, by Portuguese scientific 
institutions” through interna- 
tional tender, Gago said. 

He made the announcement at 
the close of a two-day meeting of 
European Union science and 
higher education ministers in Lis- 


bon that focused on discussion of 
how to boost the bloc’s research 
and development sectors and 
stem Europe’s “brain drain”. 

Lisbon’s minister of science, 
technology and higher education 
also said Portugal had witnessed 
“very significant growth” re- 
cently in the number of youths 


opting for advanced scientific 
studies. 

Questioned on the Portuguese 
parliament’s approval of broad 
reforms for the country ’ s higher 
education system, Gago wel- 
comed the move, saying it would 
help “reformist forces” within 
the institutions. TPN/Lusa

EU wants improvements 
made to WTO proposals to 
liberalise world trade 


EU sets sights on industrial 
reforms in environment- 
friendly setting 



The Portuguese EU presidency indicated this week that 
improvements should be made to the current proposal by the World 
Trade Organisation (WTO) to reach agreement on the liberalization of 
international commerce. 


“We’re still rather far from 
achieving a result,” Portugal’s 
economy minister, Manuel 
Pinho, said this week following 
an informal meeting of his com- 
merce counterparts from the EU 
27, which ended in the early 
morning in Brussels. 

The last draft compromise 
presented by the WTO did not 
meet the expectations of the Eu- 


ropeans, Pinho told Lusa. 

A month after the four-part 
(Brazil, India, United States and 
European Union) negotiations in 
the German city of Potsdam failed 
to re-launch the Doha Round, the 
WTO last week presented two 
draft agreements, on agriculture 
and industrial products. 

The WTO hopes its propos- 
als can help close the five-and-a- 


half year cycle of negotiations on 
the next stage ofliberalizing world 
trade. 

The agriculture text asks the 
United States to cut agricultural 
subsidies from 73% to 66%, 
which would reduce the annual 
outlay to American farmers to 
between US$ 12.8 billion and 
US$1 6.2 billion. 

The most recent American 
proposal accepted cutting that 
amount to US $ 22 billion. 

The European Union is also 
asked to reduce its aid by be- 
tween 75% and 85%, for an out- 
lay ofbetweenUS$ 16billionand 
US$27 billion. 

Regarding customs tariffs im- 
posed on agricultural products, 
Brussels should reduce them by 
between 52% and 53.5%, a fig- 
ure that European Commissioner 
for Trade Peter Mandelson has 
said he is willing to accept. 

In exchange for farming con- 
cessions, the rich countries ask 
the emerging nations to make 
their respective markets more 
open for industrial products. 

In this area, the WTO text on 
industrial products suggests low- 
ering the customs tariffs imposed 
by the 27 emerging countries to a 
range of between 19% and 23%. 
But in Potsdam last month, they 
refused to go below 30%. 
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European economy ministers, meeting under the Portuguese EU 
presidency, called Saturday for reforms to make the bloc’s industries 
simultaneously more competitive and environmentally sustainable, 
increase employment opportunities and bolster support for economic- 
backbone smaller companies. 


EU Commissioner Gunter 
Verhuegen, in comments at the 
close of two days of discussions 
in Lisbon, described the obj ective 
of “re-structuring the industrial 
base” as politically “difficult and 
important” to achieve. 

The idea that environmental 
protection was opposed to in- 
creased competition and growth 
of employment was “obsolete”, 
Verhuegen said, adding that such 
targets could be reached while 
dealing with climate change and 
lowering levels of greenhouse gas 
C02 emissions. 

Industrial reform, he stressed, 
presented “an opportunity 
rather than a threat”, saying that 
Europe currently lived in a “time 
of fat cows” that eliminated ex- 
cuses for delays or failure in 
working towards the targets set. 

He said that a guideline docu- 
ment for industrial reform and 
energy policy was under prepa- 
ration and would be presented 
before the end of the year. 

Portugal ’ s economy and inno- 
vation minister, Manuel Pinho, 
the two-day meeting ’ s host, said 
Lisbon had set ambitious national 
targets in the energy sector, aim- 
ing for 45% renewable energy 
supplies by 2010, Pinho said. 


including a strong bet on increas- 
ing use of biomass from its for- 
estry-based industries. 

Verhuegen expressed his sat- 
isfaction with the consensus 
built around the Europe-wide 
need for more investment in re- 
search and development, techno- 
logical innovation and science 
education, along with measures 
to support small and medium- 


size companies (SMEs) in cutting 
redtape and gaining easier access 
to financing - all aimed to make 
the 27-nation bloc the world’s 
most competitive economy. 

In one concrete step, he an- 
nounced that 800 “contact 
points” would be opened across 
the EU to facilitate access by 
SMEs to Europe-level projects.

New TAP flight to Brasilia 
strengthens EU-Brazil ties 

A new flight by Portuguese airline TAP from Lisbon to 
Brazil’s capital will play “an essential role” in reinforcing 
relations between Brazil and Europe, Portugal’s 
ambassador in the Latin American state said. 


In an interview published in 
Jornalde Brasilia, Ambassa- 
dor Francisco Seixas da Costa 
noted that Lisbon’ s EU presi- 
dency hosted the first summit 
between Brazil and the 27-na- 
tion bloc earlier this month. 
The reinforced dialogue fos- 
tered by this meeting will lead 
to an “important strategic 


partnership,” said the Portu- 
guese diplomat. 

TAP begins its Lisbon- 
Brasilia service Friday, operat- 
ing daily except for Wednes- 
days and Fridays. The Portu- 
guese carrier already has 60 
weekly flights to Brazilian cit- 
ies from Lisbon and Porto.

The Turkish 
Election 


The best thing about the outcome of the 
Turkish election on Sunday is that now 
the army can’t make a coup. It may still 
want to: it was certainly making 
menacing noises about it recently. But 
after almost half the voters (47 percent) 
backed the incumbent AK (Justice and 
Development) party in Sunday’s election, 
the army simply cannot move against it. 
A great many officers would just refuse to 
act against the popular will in such a 
blatant way, and the army would never 
risk a split in the officer corps. 


The even better thing about this 
eleetion is that Turks have 
deeisively rejeeted the false 
diehotomy between “politieal 
Islam” and “demoeraey” that 
paralyses polities in so many 
Muslim eountries. That matters, 
beeause Turkey is a rapidly 
developing middle-ineome 
eountry of 75 million people that 
still has hopes of joining the 
European Union. (The eurrent 
obstruetionism of leaders in 
Franee, Germany, Austria and 
a few other eountries is 
irrelevant, sinee they will 
probably all be gone by the time 
a deeision is taken in ten or 
twelve years’ time.) But the 
eleetion outeome is also 
important for other Muslim- 
majority eountries. 

Most foreign reporting of the 
Turkish eleetion followed the 
seript provided by the main 
opposition parties, the 


Republiean People’s Party 
(CHP) and the Nationalist 
Aetion Party (MHP), in whieh 
they were defending 
enlightened, seeular demoeraey 
in Turkey and the AK Party was 
just a front for ignorant hordes 
of rural Muslim fanaties who 
wanted to shove shariat law 
down the nation’s throat. It was 
a “test of Turkish seeularism,” 
they elaimed — and if it was, 
then seeularism lost. But that 
isn’t what really happened at all. 
The real struggle in Turkey was 
between the “republiean elite” 
and praetieally everybody else. 
The “republiean elite” are a 
privileged and well-edueated 
elass of people who have 
virtually monopolised senior 
j obs in the military, the judieiary 
and the state bureaueraey for 
several generations on the 
pretext that they must have 
eontrol in order to defend 


Ataturk’ s seeular reforms (in the 
1920s!). But these days, that is 
only a pretext for preserving 
their power: seeular demoeraey 
in Turkey is not in danger. 
There are eertainly fanaties in 
Turkey who would like to foree 
all their fellow-citizens to 
conform to theirparticular brand 


of religion on pain of death. 
Every country has some of those, 
but they are as rare in Turkey as 
they are in Spain — and while 
the ones in Turkey probably do 
vote for the AKP, since it is the 
only party that openly espouses 
“Islamic values,” they are a tiny 
proportion of its supporters. 


Indeed, it’s likely that quite a 
few of the people who voted for 
the AK Party this time are not 
even believers. Although 
officially 99 percent Muslim, 
Turkey has lots of unofficial 
non-believers, especially in the 
big cities, and many of them 
would have been attracted by the 
party’s impressive economic 
record (five unbroken years of 
high-speed growth), by its 
unwavering commitment to 
membership in the European 
Union, and above all by its 
determined attempts to 
LIBERALISE Turkey’s legal 
system. 

The AK Party has consistently 
used the need to make Turkish 
law conform to EU norms as a 
justification for changing the 
law in ways that expand 
individual rights. Of course, that 
also undermines the ability of 
the “republican elite” to control 
the state from behind the scenes, 
so they are fighting back by 
accusing the AK Party of being 
a Trojan horse for religious 
fanatics who want to stop Turks 
from drinking alcohol and force 
women into “Islamic” clothing. 
The AK Party denies it, it has 
spent the last five years in power 
moving consistently in the 
opposite direction, and most 
Turkish voters believe it. 

The larger significance of the 
AK Party’s success in Turkey is 
that it demonstrates that devout 
Muslims can co-exist with their 
less devout fellow-citizens in a 
democratic constitutional order. 
All the devout need in order to 
prosper is recognition of their 
equal rights, not a monopoly of 
power and control over the 
personal behaviour of the less 
devout and the non-believers. 
In Muslim-majority countries 
where the secular holders of 
power and the Islamist 
revolutionaries see one another 


as mortal enemies — which is 
to say, in about half of the 
countries of the Muslim world 
— peaceful democratic change, 
compromise and co-existence of 
the sort that we can see in Turkey 
are regarded as impossible. It 
is war to the death between the 
establishment and the fanatics, 
and there is very little space 
between them for people who 
would quite like more 
democracy and civil rights but 
don’t fancy living under shariat 
law as interpreted by extremists. 
Opening that space up is the 
most important political task 
these countries face. The 
interesting thing about Turkey 
is that it has been the Islamic 
activists, not the secularists, 
who did the hard work that made 
it happen. But let’s be honest: 
even the AK Party would have 
found it hard to open the T urkish 
system up if it had not had the 
prospect of membership in the 
European Union as an 
inducement for everybody to be 
reasonable and cooperative — 
and it’ s unlikely that the EU will 
be offering Egypt or Pakistan 
membership any time soon.

Traffie will revert to normal 
in September. 


Aeeording to an ANA - Por- 
tuguese Airports spokesperson, 
“all of the passengers were ok and 
sent to a hotel”, where they 
waited until they eould proeeed 
with their journey. 

After taking off from Lisbon, 
the aireraft was destined to Ma- 
drid, Spain, where it was to meet 
a eonneeting flight before making 
its way to its final destination, 
Reeife. Carrying 270 passengers 


on board, the Boeing 767 was 
foreed to turn baek to Lisbon’s 
Portela airport to make the emer- 
geney manoeuvre after a teehni- 
eal problem was deteeted. 

It landed in Lisbon at around 
15h37, on Sunday afternoon, 
without ineident. 

Aeeording to the same 
spokesperson, the landing was a 
“safety proeedure”, but no fur- 
ther details were released.

F ines by the thousands reach post 
boxes around Portugal 



In their first week of being fully-functional, the radars that were strategically placed on a number of 
Lisbon’s main roads detected an astounding 17,788 speeders, issuing in average 2.541 fines a day. 


In total, the fines are thought 
to be worth over one million 
euros, ofwhich€320,000 willgo 
straight into Lisbon City Hall’s 
coffers. 

During the first 24 hours alone 
the radars registered 4,090 
speed-related offences, the most 


serious of which was committed 
by a vehicle driving along the Ra- 
dial de Benfica at 1 76 kilometres 
per hour, smashing the limit of 80 
km/h. The radars are installed on 
the Descobertas, da India, Cidade 
do Porto, Brasilia, de Ceuta, In- 
fante D. Henrique, Estados 


Unidos da America, Marechal 
Gomes da Costa and Gago 
Coutinho avenues, as well as in the 
Campo Grande, Marques de 
Pombal and the Avenida Joao XXI 
tunnels. 

All of the afore-mentioned lo- 
cations are subjectto a 50-kilome- 


tre speed limit, with the excep- 
tion of the Radial de Benfica and 
the Segunda Circular, where 
maximum speeds are of 80 km/h. 

Those breaking the legal limits 
face fines of between €60 and 
€2.500, as stated in the current Por- 
tuguese Road Code of Conduct.

National 
Passenger Transporters Asso- 
ciation ANTRAL has stressed 
the need for security cameras to 
be installed inside all taxis. 

Last Thursday a 25-year-old 
driver was tied up inside his cab 
by three men, allegedly two Bra- 
zilians and one Portuguese, who 
threatened the driver with a gun, 
stole his cash, and then threw him 
in the sea off Praia da Gale. 

He survived thanks to the ve- 
hicle ’s GPS system, which al- 


lowed the man to be located after 
he managed to activate an alarm 
button, alerting the centre about 
a situation of danger or emer- 
gency. 

Americo Campos, Albufeira 
delegate for ANTRAL, said that 
in an area where some 90 taxis 
operate, the best solution would 
be to install video cameras inside 
vehicles. 

It was the first time that a 
driver had to use the GPS alarm 
system since they were donated 
by the local city hall almost one 
year ago.

Amongst the explosives 
were gunpowder, an assort- 
ment of explosive devices and 
various firework artefacts. 

A team of five GNR officers 
were assigned to the task of de- 
stroying the explosives, in a 
designated and secure area of 
Sao Marcos de Tavira, and who 
were reportedly ‘qualified and 
used to handling such devices 
and materials’. 

One was killed and two oth- 
ers sustained serious injuries 


of over 70 per cent burns to the 
body. The other two officers 
are said to be in a stable condi- 
tion and ‘ out of danger’ . 

All five were helicopter- 
lifted from the scene and taken 
to Faro hospital for a medical 
assessment, before the two 
more serious cases were for- 
warded to Lisbon’s Santa 
Maria hospital. 

The cause of the ill-fated 
procedure is as yet unknown 
and still being investigated.

enous, is insufficiently “diverse”. 
Thus Christianity and its values 
are condemned and delegitimised, 
whilst other cultures and reli- 
gions have their dogmas (and 
their dress sense) “embraced” 
and “celebrated”.

Carbonic acid gas

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High noon in Ecuador 



The closest I've ever got to horse riding is watching John Wayne in True Grit, and a quick donkey ride 
around Blackpool beach. To describe me as a beginner would be an understatement. But with a 
father who loved cowboy films, I studied the Sunday afternoon genre from Rawhide to A Fist Full Of 
Dollars and the idea of galloping through fields complete with obligatory cowboy hat was too good 
an opportunity to miss. 


South America is steeped in 
horse-riding history from the 
Gauchos of Argentina to the 


Chagras of Ecuador. I duly flew 
into the Ecuadorian capital of 
Quito in the north of the country 


determined to mosey out the 
other side as an accomplished 
horseman. 


My cowboy ambitions to one 
side, I had no idea how to ride and 
was lucky enough to be put

swiftly through a crash course on 
horse handling. 

I learned all the basics on how 
to persuade my four-legged 
transport to move in the direction 
and speed I wanted, even though 
it often felt more like my steering 
was purely coincidental to where 
I went. 

We drove out of Quito, deep 
into the picturesque heart of the 
Zuleta Valley, near Otavalo in the 
Imbarabura province - the beau- 
tiful rolling hills and patchwork 
fields were a relief from the hus- 
tle and bustle of the capital. 

Complete with Stetson and 
knee-length half-chaps, I was in- 
troduced to my horse Ranchero, 
my new best friend and transport 
for the next two days. 

He was a four-year-old ma- 
hogany brown horse with white 
socks who just loved to race. No 
matter if we were trekking up a 
steep-sided mountain or weaving 
between trees in an eucalypt for- 
est, Ranchero wanted to do it all 
as fast as he possibly could. 


Our base was a stunning colo- 
nial hacienda called La Merced 
Baj a tucked away on the slope of 
the lush valley. The 500-hectare 
family-run farm has dozens of 
horses for all levels of rider and 
even a private bullring where 
bulls can be tested before fights. 

I was keen to spend as much 
time riding as possible. So after a 
brief tour of the ranch, we saddled 
up and hit the trail. 

Setting off at around 1 2.30pm 
at the height of the midday sun 
with two Ecuadorian guides lead- 
ing the way and our English trans- 
lator and riding expert Shirley at 
the rear, our route took us on a 1 5 
kilometre round trip of the area, 
along dusty dirt roads and across 
wide verdant fields. 

We climbed high up the 
Cayambe Mountain getting a 
breath-taking view out over the 
valley and keeping our eyes 
peeled for the Andean condors 
which inhabit the area. Sadly, 
they remained elusive during our 
five-hour trip. 


W e arrived back at the hacienda 
at around 6pm, tired but thrilled 
with the countryside and a suc- 
cessful day's riding. 

The farm itself offers guests a 
wonderfully warm and friendly 
slice of Ecuadorian hospitality. 
With only seven double rooms, 
the ranch offers a very personal 
and exclusive touch, and after an 
exquisite home cooked meal and 
a tiring day in the saddle, guests 
can relax and retire to their rooms 
for some much-needed rest. 

Most of the rooms have their 
own fireplaces - the scorching 
heat of the mountain days are 
contrasted with the brisk nights. 
I had spotted them on my arrival 
and was delighted to find that 
mine had been lit while I was at 
dinner. And just when I thought 
it couldn't get any better, I 
hopped into bed to find a 
hotwater bottle gently warming 
the sheets. Not very rough-and- 
ready cowboy style, but the 
comfort was very gratefully re- 
ceived. 

Our second day was a much 
more gruelling eight-hour tour of 
the region. We loaded up our 
trusty steeds at around 9am and 
headed off along a stone road in 
the direction of Otavalo. After a 
short distance we began to climb 
and follow the twists of an old 
sandy trail, our route taking us 
close to a series of Incan and pre- 
Incan ruins. We rode up a steep 
incline winding our way along 
the gorges and field contours 
before crossing the Pessillo 
plains. 

The group climbed several 
hundred feet before stopping for 
lunch outside a lonely farm shack 
in the imposing shadow the the 
snow-topped Cayambe Vol- 
cano. 

It is hard to imagine a more 
spectacular picnic venue. We laid 
out our lunch and gave the horses 
a well-earned rest, before stretch- 
ing out on the grass and admiring 
the view. 

It's all well and good to take a 
slow meander through the coun- 
tryside but what I really wanted 
was some Pony Express-style 
speed. So on the way back we 
decided to try and put our horse 
skills to the test with a little gal- 
loping. 

Ranchero was delighted when 
we opened up the throttle and 
began to tear across the plains. I 
was delighted too, but the only 
trouble with letting ahorse go fast 
is getting it to stop. 

The sign to get your animal 
moving is a quick kick with both 
heels. This also is confusingly 
close to what happens if you try 
and hold on to the horse with 
your legs while bouncing around 
in the saddle, clinging on for dear 
life. 

With every bounce, Ranchero 
kept thinking I was daring him to 
speed up and go faster. 


Eventually I remembered to 
keep my heels from his sides and 
he remembered he was carrying 
a guy who was counting his time 
in the saddle in hours rather than 
years. 

The minor issue of stopping 
to one side, horse racing is enor- 
mous fun and I found it much 
easier to move with the rhythm 
ofRanchero's steps when he was 
galloping rather than trotting. 

Everyone had warned me of 
the inevitable aches and pains 
that a holiday horse riding would 
include. A steady stream of car- 
toon figures grimacing in agony 
as they sat in steaming buckets 
of ice played through my mind. 

I was prepared to walk in a 
creaking John Wayne bow-leg- 
ged waddle for the days of my 
trip and decided to just get 
through it and do as much riding 
as possible. In the words of the 
legendary Mr Wayne, "Courage 
is being scared to death but sad- 
dling up anyway." Awesome. 

The reality was much less 
dramatic. Apart from a few very 
minor twinges in my thighs and 
the loss of most of my inside leg 
hair due to extreme chaffing, I 
was otherwise unharmed. 

I can't be sure I qualify as the 
comprehensively trained cow- 
boy that I had hoped, but if I ever 
find myself in Blackpool again. 
I'll take that donkey on the gal- 
lop of its life.

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - 
Peas 

Discover how much better 
fresh peas can taste than the fro- 
zen varieties. 

Peas need non acid soil on an 
open site which hasn’t grown 
peas for at least two seasons and 
you should dig the soil in autumn 
or early winter adding some 
compost. 

Protect the crop from birds 
with twiggy branches or plastic 
netting and hoe regularly to keep 
the weeds under control. You 
will need support for the stems 
and the crop will need watering 
during dry weather. 

A pod is ready for picking 
when it is well filled but there’s 
still a little air space between 
each pea. Good wrinkled varie- 
ties include Alderman, Hurst 
Green Shaft and Kelvedon W un- 
der. 

THREE WAYS TO... stop 
crops bolting 

1. Keep soil moisture levels 
constant, as dry soil can encour- 
age bolting, particularly with 
cauliflower, rocket and spinach. 

2. Delay sowing cold-sensi- 
tive plants such as turnips, Swiss 
chard and endive until tempera- 
tures are more stable. 

3. Choose bolt-resistantplants 


such as ‘Boltardy’ beetroot. 
Cultivars are particularly useful 
for early sowings of annuals 
such as spinach and for bienni- 
als such as onions and carrots. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

• Sprinkle fertiliser around 
perennials and shrubs and hoe it 
into the soil. 

• Thin out shoots of passifloras 
and bougainvilleas if they look 
tatty. 

• Shorten long shoots on 
wisteria, cutting them back to 
around 30cm. 

• Plant madonna lilies in good 
soil and a sunny spot. 

• Thin vegetable seedlings to 
prevent overcrowding. 

• Apply a liquid feed to your 
lawn when it is watered to give 
it a boost. 

• Dig up and replant strawberry 
beds that are more than three 
years old. 

• Pot up rooted cuttings in the 
greenhouse. 

• Train in young and extending 
shoots of climbing and rambling 
roses. 

WHAT’S IN STORE 

by John & Madge Measures 
Phyllostachys aurea, known 
in Portugal as Bambu aurea is 
often called the Fishpole or 


Golden Bamboo and it was com- 
monly used here in Portugal for 
fishing rods. In the past they 
were carried on motor bikes the 
‘rod’ carried with a piece of red 
cloth indicating its length of any- 
thing up to 10 metres long! 
Phyllostachys nigra that reaches 
a height of up to 5 metres is 
known here as Bambu nigra or 
the Black Bamboo with both of 
these bamboos becoming ex- 
tremely popular as feature plants 
in gardens, especially as they 
add height to a border (and they 
are also useful for staking 
plants). Their leaves are long and 
thin and give a graceful back- 
drop in the garden, but do keep 
them in check by dividing the 
rhizomes in the spring as they 
can easily spread. They thrive 
well in full sun in a soil mixture 
that is rich in humus. Both these 
species will tolerate frost. 

Myrtus communis 'tarentina ’ 
is a subspecies of the Common 
Myrtle that is more rounded and 
compact reaching a maximum 
height and width of 1.5 metres 
whereas the species communis is 
more likely to be up to 3 metres 
high and wide. The flowers that 
have a pinkish tinge are followed 


by white berries and are borne 
in late summer and autumn, and 
are up to 2 centimetres across. 
Native to our Mediterranean cli- 
mate they need a well drained, 
moderately fertile soil mixture 
and to be grown in full sun. They 
will withstand temperatures as 
low as -5°C. 

Solanum jasminoides ‘Azul’ 
is also known as the Potato Vine 
and is related to the potato and 
aubergine and like those plants 
must be treated with care as the 
foliage can cause digestive prob- 
lems if eaten! It is a plant that 
‘scrambles’ or climbs with sup- 
port and needs to be grown in a 
good soil mixture that is well 
drained and in full sun. It does 
benefit from the application of 
liquid fertiliser on a monthly ba- 
sis during the active growing 
season. Flowers, as the name 
suggests are blue, but with a 
white tinge and are borne dur- 
ing the late spring, summer and 
autumn. It can become rather 
‘leggy ’ and therefore needs to be 
pruned into shape after flower- 
ing. A native of Brazil it does 
need to be given protection in the 
winter months if the temperature 
is likely to drop below freezing.

‘A gritty tale of love, hate, and 
murder, set in 1 979 following the 
winter of discontent in Britain 
when kids sang about bricks in 
walls and hated Mondays. Tricia 
Blake, age 14, commits aterrible 
crime.’ 

Ever been pushed to your limit 
and thought about taking the law 
into your own hands? The tale of 
TriciaBlake is one ofayoungteen- 
ager who finds herself in an un- 
bearable situation. Her mother 
has remarried, toaman who Tricia 
views as anarrowmindedandma- 
licious bully. He finally pushes 
Tricia’ s endurance too far when, 
out of pure spite, he sells the 
pony she won in a competition 
without her permission. 

Being an independent, spirited 
sortofgirl, she doesn’t stay around 
long enough to let herselfbecome 
damagedbeyondrepair- she runs 
away. Tricia’ s life then unfolds 
in aroller coaster ride which takes 
her away tfomher suburban life, 
stre ssed out mother and bullying 
stepfather, to London, where fate 
seems to be urgingTricia on to tak- 
ing unlawful action against the 
man she loathes. 

Having a strong survival in- 
stinct, Tricia manages to find a 
room in a flat and a job in a pizza 
parlour. Her adventures bring her 
into contact with some dodgy 


characters; she briefly becomes 
an artist’ s model, mixes with lads 
dealing in dmgs, and more. . . until 
she is ready to do what she set out 
to do. 

This is a work of fiction aimed 
at a teen market but, as an adult 
reader, I was pleased and almost 
surprised at how the story kept 
me comingbackformore. Perhaps 
it’ s because the characters are so 
convincing and well thought out 
that you get the feeling that these 
people really could exist and be 
living not far from you. 

As for entertaining teenagers, 
the bookhas to succeed: the world 
of grown-ups penetrates Tricia’ s 
life with a speed that might leave 
an adult gasping for breath, but 
which most teens are ready and 
waiting for. 

A thoroughly good read for 
teens and adults alike.

Firsta very up of the doggy world. On August 1®* Sandy, one of 
our Old English Sheepdogs reaches the very grand old age of 
14 years old. Unheard of amongst my OES owning friends. 
There will be a lot of TLC for Sandy next week, well more TLC 
than her normal ration!!! 


Anyone who knows me, 
knows that Sandy has battled 
over those years, especially the 
last 5 years. On one of our trips 
down here, (we drove down 4 
times a year) within 1 5 mins of 
our arrival she had stomach tor- 
sion. I had never seen one, or in 
fact heard of them, yes in horses 
but not dogs. I never want to see 
one again. Y ou have a very short 
window of time to save the dog. 
Luckily we were already regis- 
tered with our Vet here, we rang 
them on the emergency number, 
on hearing Sandy screaming they 
said to bring her straight down. It 
took us 7 mins to get there, by 
now Sandy was frothing at the 
mouth and screaming in agony 
with a very high temperature. 
Thanks to the care of the Vets, 
(thank you to Claudia, Rachel and 
Clare on the EN125) and the 
speed with which they acted, 
Sandy came through. It could eas- 
ily have gone the other way. Jim 
and I are convinced that had it 
happened in the UK, due to the 
traffic, we would not have made 
it to our Vets in less than 40 mins, 
Sandy would not have been alive 
by then. 

Her next challenge was a lump 
on a back leg, it came up fast, 
within two weeks. This was 
Christmas 2002. Off to the Vets 
who removed it, taking a large 
amount of muscle. The results of 
the tests proved it was a spindle 
cell carcinoma, usually fatal my 
Vet in the UK informed me, then 
said it will come back. It has and 
has been removed, I think, 3 times 
now. November 2003 she was 
diagnosed with Hypothy- 
roidism and severe Hip Dyspla- 
sia and given, at best, another 3 
months before she would be un- 
able to walk. So, here we are in 
2007, she can still walk, yes it is 
a challenge at times, tiled floors 


are the worst for dodgy hips. She 
cannot get up the stairs now but 
has adapted to that - she barks at 
the bottom of the stairs for atten- 
tion if we are all upstairs. She 
sometimes puts her front legs on 
the bottom step, but it would be 
tough for her to climb up now, I 
think she knows that. But, those 
Vets in the UK who gave her the 
3 months, did not take into ac- 
count my determination to re- 
search and help her coupled with 
her determination to keep going. 
She is on very effective medica- 
tion which we can top up if we 
have to. She can run the length of 
the house very fast for her dinner 
and a Bonio and has taken to wan- 
dering around the land checking 
all her old haunts out. 1 8 months 
ago she was diagnosed with heart 
problems, more pills. But, she is 
happy, she leads a quiet, sleepy 
life, she tolerates all the furry 
youngsters in the house and every 
evening joins them for their ball 
games. It is a joy to see her run- 
ning up and down the lawn, yes 
she doesn’t catch the ball, but she 
never did, she was never a ball 
lady!! She barks at the young- 
sters as they belt around her. 

Wasps, they have featured 
very high on our list of dislikes 
this week, especially Merlin and 
I. Not only did Cleo, Merlin and 
I fancy a swim in the week, but 
the wasps joined us. I was stung 
badly many times on my arms 
and Merlin has been stung on his 
face near his eye, resulting in a 
white patch on his black muzzle. 
It looks very strange and will 
cause a few funny looks at the 
show in Sintra at the weekend. 

W e then all abandoned the pool 
and declared it a no go area.

between 1999 and 2001 before 
returning to Lisbon to play for 
Benfica.
